Open letter to USFRA 


This letter is written to express the 
feelings of anger and dismay over the 
organization, execution and published 
"official results" of the 1978 Big Bike 


. Shoot Out staged by your organiza- 


tion, the Utah Salt Flats Racing 
Association. 

Somewhere along the way, we at 
Turbo Cycle Corp. developed the 
impression that if you abide by all the 
rules, even those that are changed at 
the last minute, and finish first in each 
event, that you are the overall winner. 
The ZIR-TC, as clocked, timed and 
reported by your organization, finished 
first in each category, top speed, one 
quarter mile E.T. and one quarter 
mile speed and yet your "official 
results” decreed that the ZIR-TC 
DNF! Amazing! 

It is clear that the written 
committments you made relative to 
machine break-in procedures were not 
only not followed, but the admission of 
the USFRA representative who rode 
the break-in miles, “no one told me to 
follow the owner's manual procedures”! 
He stated that he had run the ZIR-TC 
up to 8,000 rpm the first time he got 
on it. The owner's manual very clearly 
states that 4,000 rpm should not be 
exceeded for the first 500 miles! 

Another committment you made 
was that the bikes would only be 
ridden 500 miles for the break-in. 
Both ZIR-TC’s were ridden more than 
500 miles and one was ridden over 900 
miles. In point of fact, we now under- 
stand that you interpretation of break- 
in not only includes thrashing, but 
literally dropping the ZIR-TC, as 
well as the Suzuki GS1000, off your 
trailer on the way to the Flat. 
Graciously, you have requested 
donations to help repair the GS1000 
while returning the ZIR-TC to us in a 


plastic bag with a sheepish grin and a 
"Gee, those things happen." 
When it came to the running of the 
events, appropriately called execution, 
it is even more facetious. In addition 


to the qualifications of stock 
production machine, etc., the rules 
were and I quote: “three top speed and 


quarter mile runs will be made to.each 
machine with the entrant's best score 
computed from the best гип.” 
Time— the ZIR-TC ran 161.57 mph 
compared to the second fastest speed 
of 134.52 mph by the Honda CBX. 
During the run, the oil drain plug 
loosened. But you showed tremendous 
"confidence" in the ZIR-TC because 
you demanded that it be immediately 
run again. You also then added the 
on-the-spot rule that riders were not to 
exceed recommended red line. Why? 
Couldn't the other bikes go beyond red 
line? Why not find out which is the 
fastest bike at 3,000 rpm? Ridiculous. 
Shootout means all out. 

Even on the second run, the oilless 
Z1R-TC was clocked at 135.95 mph, 
still faster than any other participant's 
fastest run. Of course, running an 
engine without oil is not what the 
owner's manual recommends. 

The next event was the quarter 
mile. Your rules permitted the use of 
the number two bike if a "major 
problem" was encountered -with the 
primary bike. Since our engine was 
lunched, you said we could use the 
back-up bike. Great. Unfortunately, 
this was the one that had been 
rendered inoperable when your 
associates had dropped it off your 
truck on the way to the Flats. Your 
alternative was to allow us to put the 
engine from the bike that was dropped 
into the primary unit. If it hadn't icm 
been for your insurance problem that 
delayed the start of the quarter mile 
runs, we would have had about an 
hour to switch engines and get from 
the Flats to the Raceway. 

Upon completion of the engine 
change, your representative checked 
the bike, to again determine that it 
was in stock condition. Tests showed 
that the engine was developing 80 Ibs. 
compression compared to the standard 
140 lbs. for the ZIR- TC. Even so, we 
decided to run the bike and you 
clocked our best run at 12.19 sec. at 
118.27 mph which still was faster than 
any other participant. 

We are certainly not satisfied with 
your conclusion that finishing first in 
each of the categories, as proved by 
your own clocking, equals a DNF. 
However, ме do have a new apprecia- 
tion of the terms Frontier Justice and 
fair play as practiced by the Utah Salt 
Flats Racing Association.

Bob Hannah phoned Papa just 20 
minutes before our Monday 4:30 p.m. 
deadline to announce that he, Marty 
Tripes and promoter Mike Goodwin 
had reached an agreement. Tripes 
and Hannah wil ride the Nov. 11 
Coca-Cola Bottlers Motocross Finals at 
Anaheim Stadium. When questioned 
about any “deal” made to entice the 
pair to change their minds and 
compete, Hannah stated, “Marty and 
I are just gonna ride and win all his 
money.” They will race in both the 
Supercross event and, the special 
Quaker State Oil Shotgun Showdown. 


News from the speedway circuit 
overseas is that Scott Autrey 
finished seventh in the British 
League Riders’ Final at Belle Vue. 
Ole Olsen won with 13 points, 
while Autrey finished with 10 and 
in a three way points tie. Also, the 
British paper Motor Cycle reports 
that rather than play with gearing 
changes, American Bruce Penhall 
will compete next year with a six- 
bike stable of machines for 
different tracks. Penhall, who rides 
for the Cradley team, won the two 
long track events at Ascot over the 
past two weeks. 


Bill Glenn (Suz) was the overall winner 
of the Nov. 5 AMA National 
Championship Enduro hosted by 
Motorcycle Competition, Inc. in New 
Jersey. Team Suzuki’s Ted Worrell 
took the AA class. 


When you're preparing to put on a 
big race like the Coca-Cola Bottlers 
Motocross Finals at Anaheim 
Stadium, things can get a little 
rushed. Little slips get by, like a 
press release that wandered 
across Papa's desk the other day. 
The press release was devoted to 


the $3,000 Quaker State Shotgun 
Showdown, and, we quote: "Bob 
Hannah, Marty Tripes, Jim Ellis 
and Mike Bell will be lacking 
handlebars in the six lap fight to 
the finish." That ought to be worth 
the price of admission by itself, the 
sight of Hannah, Tripes, Ellis and 
Bell wrestling with their fork 
tubes, trying to navigate the 
computer designed course. 


Open A rider George Hendricks won 
the Nov. 5 AMA National Champion- 
ship Enduro put on by the Redwood 
Scramblers M.C. in northern California. 
Hendricks was followed in the overall 
order by fellow Open A rider Troy 
Kelso, and 250cc A rider Rich Aden. 
Don Sanford of Team Honda and 
Mike Hannon were 1-2 in the AA 
class. 


For Team Suzuki ‘79, we hear that 
southern Californian Scott Gillman 
is "signed, sealed and delivered'" 
as a Suzuki factory rider. Other 
reports indicate a Team Suzuki 
tryout for former minicycle start 
Scott Burnworth. 


MXTV stars? The '78 Coca-Cola 
Bottlers Superbowl of Motocross VII 
film will be aired on KHJ-TV, channel 
9 in Los Angeles at 11 p.m. Thursday, 
Nov. 9, and most of the same riders 
expected to ride in Anaheim at the 
Nov. 11 Coca-Cola Bottlers Motocross 
Finals will supply the heart-stopping, 
bar-bending, mind-boggling action. 


If you could use a Toyota truck, a 
CR125 Honda and a year’s supply 
of Coca-Cola, be sure to snatch up 
one of the entry blanks being 
handed out at the gates of the 
Anaheim Supercross event for a 
drawing to be held later in the 
evening.

Point. Together they were plotting 
three AMA MX Progressive Pro 
series for California next year. 
They'll be three-race series; they'll 
lead into the three Supercross 
events, and top placers from each 
of the 125, 250 and 500cc classes 
will. qualify for the Supercross 
events. Details have not yet been 
worked out, but they've promised 
to give Papa the inside line as soon 
as it's all decided. 


The. 1979 Continental Moto-sports 
Club/Suzuki Golden State Series is on 
for '79. The seven-race motocross 
series starts Jan. 6 at Saddleback Park, 
then visits on succeeding weekends: 
Dunlop Cycle Park (near Fresno), 
Indian Dunes, Carlsbad, Prairie City 
OHV Park, Clovis Lakes (near 
Fresno), and Huron Cycle Park (also 
near Fresno). Each event will have a 
$3,000 purse, a Saturday race for 
Juniors and Intermediates, and U.S. 
Suzuki is putting up $3,000 in point 
fund money. 


Last years CMC/Suzuki Golden 
State Series saw, as you will 
doubtless remember, the start of 
the rise to prominence by one 
Darrell Shultz, who this year went 
from local unknown to Trans-AMA 
winner. Another rider who did 
well, winning two classes, was 
"Rocket Rex" Staten, who went to

Shultz, Chandler master Sears 
Point series finale

SONOMA, CA, NOV. 5 


Darrell Shultz wrapped up his first year on the 
American Motorcyclist Association professional 
motocross circuit by putting his sponsor, Maico 
Motorcycles, at the head of the 500cc Interna- 


tional class in the Kawasaki 
Trans-AMA MX, presented by 
Bridgestone Tires. Shultz held 
the pace after getting two near- 
the-front starts, a necessity on the 
dusty course, and racked up a winning. 
3-1 score for the two 40-minute-plus- 
two-lap motos. 

"That makes up for a bad season 
right therel" an extremely elated 
Shultz exclaimed as he was mobbed by 
excited friends and fans in the pits 
immediately after the final race. “It 
wasn't even hard!" he added. 

While the ride may have been 
relatively easy for the winner, others 
found problems too great to bear on 
the natural terrain track. Trans- 
AMA Champion for the '78 series, Bob 
Hannah, did not finish the first moto, 
then chose not to start round two. 
Hannah overshot a quick turn at the 
end of a fast straightaway on the 
opening lap of round one and crashed. 
He was trapped beneath his works 
Yamaha for seemingly endless 
moments as everyone passed. He 
remounted and tried to make up the 
lost time but eventually dropped out 
due to a mechanical problem on his 
damaged motorcycles. 

"I tore the front brake cable guide 
off when I crashed. It was locking up 
the front wheel on every jump," 
Hannah explained as spectators 
remarked about the black tire tracks 
on his shoulder. “They’re my own!” he 
said of the tread marks on his jersey. 

Others succumbed to the effects of 
riding under dusty conditions made 


even more difficult as the sun dropped 
lower over the northern California 
hills. Marty Tripes, winner of the first 
moto, scored no points in the second 
race when the tough visibility 
conditions got the better of him. 

“If I was up further — closer to the 
front — and could have seen better, 
I'd have raced. Even my manager 
agreed it was ridiculous,” Tripes 
stated at the day’s end. 

Likewise, last year’s series. winner 
Roger DeCoster quit in the second 
race; so did '77 500cc National 
Champion Marty Smith. 

Rex Staten, riding the Bill West- 
tuned factory Yamaha, placed second 
overall for the afternoon. Staten 
twisted his previously injured right 
knee — he was limping noticeably 
after the second moto — and wasn't 
able to hold the pace set by moto 
winners Tripes and Shultz. 

"But I got second in the series," Rex 
grinned when it was over. "That's 
what I really wanted." Staten placed 
2-8 at Sears Point. 

Gary Semics put his Team Can-Am 
into third overall with a 4-7 score. 
Steve Stackable took an 8-4 fourth on 
the factory Kawasaki, and Tommy 
Croft rounded out the top five on his 
works Honda. 

In 250cc Support class action, 
Danny “Magoo” Chandler, the stylist 
crowd favorite at Sears Point, backed 
up Shultz’s win by putting another 
Maico on top of the heap. Chandler 
put in an incredible recovery ride in 
moto one after bailing off on the 
opening lap, restarting dead last and 
blasting his way up to eighth by the 


end of the 30-minute-plus-two-lap 
race. He won the second moto. 

Chandler rides under Pro Trac 
Trailer and Hi-Point Accessories 
sponsorship on his Bill Daprato-tuned 
Maico. The winner was listed as sixth 
alternate on the AMA sign-up list at 
the start of the day, a position hardly 
indicative of his ability! 

Second in the 250cc event was Dan 
Turner, the first of three Turners 
found in the top five places: Ron and 
Jim turned in fourth and fifth place 
rides. 

Third placer in the 250cc Support 
class, Marty Moates won the first moto 
but a suspension problem kept him 
from doing better than ninth the 
second time out. 

“My shocks pumped up in both 
motos, on the last two laps of the first 
one but on the first two laps of the 
second moto,” he explained. 

It was “Rocket Rex” Staten earning 
his nickname again at the start of the 
first 500cc International moto, as he 
guided the big bore Yamaha into the 
lead on Sears Point’s long starting 
straight. Bob Hannah had the Keith 
McCarty-tuned works Yamaha right 
on Staten's fender, but the Hurricane 
slipped up when trying to slow the 
quick machine, and he highsided, 
landing with the bike on top. 

At the completion of lap one, Staten 
was busy holding back a hard- 
charging Gary Semics, and following 
them were Tommy Croft, Darrell 
Shultz and Graham Noyce. A tight 
three-way scrap over sixth place had 
shaped up among Jim Gibson, Rich 
Eierstedt and Kent Howerton. Gaylon 
Mosier and Tony DiStefano rounded 
out the top 10. Marty Tripes was 
starting his drive from 11th. 

By the third lap, Staten had 
established an impressive 10-second 
lead over a three-rider skirmish for 
second among Semics, Noyce and 
Shultz. Only a few seconds back 
another threesome battled for fifth: 
Howerton, Mosier and Tripes. 


Staten looked great. He had the big 
Yamaha flowing over the bumpy 
hillsides at World Class speed. But by 
the sixth lap, Tripes had closed on the 
Semics/Noyce/Shultz group, and the 
fun began. 

Within a two-lap period, Tripes got 
through the trio. In the first half-lap, 
Noyce overtook Semics, and Tripes got 
around Shultz and started banging on 
Semics' back door. On the next half- 
lap, Tripes put the Can-Am behind 
him and turned his attention toward 
Noyce's Honda. A half-lap later, he'd 
come full-on and left Noyce behind. 
Staten grew larger in his sights, and he 
passed Rex two laps later. 


Tripes was unquestionably the 
fastest rider in the field. He dug 
deeper into his ability reserves and left 
Staten a full eight seconds behind on 
the next lap! How? 

"Desire," said Marty between 
motos. 

"Tripes, when he wants to go, can 
gol" Staten said when asked the same 
question. 

With seven minutes remaining, Bob 
Hannah gave up fighting the 
malfunctioning front brake and pulled 
into the pits. At first, he'd made 
headway, but it finally became too 
bad to continue. 


With five minutes left, both Noyce 
and Shultz closed on Staten and 
started a fight for second place. Shultz 
got past Noyce with two laps 
remaining and tried his hand at 
shutting down Staten. But Rex kept 
the door closed. 

Then, as Shultz tried to pass a 
lapped rider, the Maico swapped 
viciously. Shultz recovered, but 
Noyce's front wheel was right there, 
and the Englishman went down. 

At the checkered flag, Tripes 
cruised in the easy winner. Staten 
managed to hold off Shultz. Semics 
and Howerton completed the top five 
ahead of  Howerton's Suzuki 
teammates, Danny LaPorte and Tony

DiStefano. Steve Stackable crashed 
into the fence just after the finish line 
but managed to edge Noyce for 
eighth. Mickey Kessler rolled in 10th. 

If Staten's trigger was quick in 
round one, it was lightning-quick 
when the gate dropped for the start of 
the second 500cc International class 
moto. Only two straightaways into the 
race, Rex had pulled out a surprising 
margin. But it was not to last. 

As they completed lap one, Shultz 
¢losed that margin and started chafing 
Staten’s rear tire with the Maico's 
front. A half-lap later, he jammed the 
Orville Shultz-tuned machine past 
Rocket Rex into the lead. 3 

Jim Gibson had gotten another good 
start, third after lap one, and he was 
pursued by a Stackable/LaPorte/ 
Mosier confrontation over fourth. 
Tommy Croft and Denny Swartz were 
dicing for seventh. Ken Adams, Jimmy 
Weinert and Gary Semics rounded out 
the top 10. First moto winner Marty 
Tripes was 27th. Marty would 
eyentually wind up sixth overall by 
virtue of his first moto victory; he 
earned no points in round two. 

Now it was Shultz's turn to wow the 
crowd. By the end of lap five, Darrell 
had built up a 15-second lead over 
Staten and was well on his way to the 
moto win. Near the halfway point, he 
lapped Marty Tripes who had lost his 
first- moto ambition in the heavy dust 
cloud. 


Gaylon Mosier — after crashing as 
he tried to pass Shultz in the first moto 
and registering a DNF for that race — 
was hauling in round two. He broke 
free of the bout he was having with 
Stackable and LaPorte, then closed on 
Gibson and passed him, too. 

Staten, who was slowing with his 
painful knee, was next to fall to 
Mosier's charge. With six minutes plus 
two laps left, the order read: Shultz, 
Mosier, then a Staten/Stackable/ 
Croft shootout that lasted until three 
laps from the end. - 

Croft had just moved into third 
when he tangled with a lapped rider 
and dumped it; he would recover to 
place fifth. 


Shultz received a sign reading "20 sec. 
on Mosier" with three laps remaining. 
That told the story. He rolled in a 
winner with time to spare. In his post- 
race chat with announcer Bruce 
Flanders, Shultz thanked Maico 
Motors, Hi-Point Accessories, Works 
Performance Shocks, Wheelsmith 
Engineering, Sisler Construction 
Company, and of course his dad, 
tuner of the winning Maico. е

In 
addition to the money and motocross 
schools Russ Darnell offered, he was 
ever ready to help riders, mechanics, 
scorers, and Vicki. 

On the first day of the meet, 
Saturday, the Grand Prix racing was 
held on the outback section of the 
infamous Carlsbad course. The 125cc 
Expert class got the first shot at the 
dry, dusty, body-thrashing four-mile 
track. Two time champion Sue Fish 
looked as serious as ever she has. Sue 
allowed as to how the pressure this 
year has been very great for her; the 
long months of training and 
competing with the men on the 
national circuit led to this weekend.

2. Eric was injured during practice 
and returned from the hospital 
early in the race. At that time we 
discussed the accident and both 
he and Houterman stated that 
Eric had neither hit another rider 
nor had anyone hit him so a flag- 
ger had nothing to do with the 
injury. 

3. The AMA does not require rider 
medical insurance on amateur 
events and very few tracks in the 
East carry any. The insurance that 
is available is very expensive and 
offers minimal coverage, so rather 
than raise the cost of racing (our 
entry fees are from $2 to $4) most 
tracks advise the riders to insure 
their own coverage. Maybe this is 
not the best system, but it is the 
one that most tracks presently 
operate under. 

4. Our "inadequate" water truck con- 

` sisted of a 8,000 gallon tanker 
pulled by a $50,000 Kenworth trac- 
tor, 10 full-time construction work- 
ers with two high pressure pumps 
and spray nozzles which watered 
all day Friday, Friday night and 
Saturday night. Sunday a 2,500 
gallon truck and five men worked 
all day to keep the dust down, 
which was created by high winds, 
hot sunshine and six weeks of no 
rain. The dust was not "terrible" 
and visability was not a problem. 

5. The AMA's "poor representation" 
at the event consisted of Referee 
Fred Ephram, one of the best; 
Kathy Wanta, AMA Director of 
Member Activities; and Hugh 
Fleming, AMA Amateur Moto- 
cross Manager. They all did an 
outstanding job. 

Last but not least, Houterman 
would have you believe that I'm greedy 
by misusing my statement made at the 
rider's meeting: "If you can't make it 
to the races, just mail us a check." He 
knows the statement was made in jest, 
everyone got a chuckle from it. 

What Houterman forgot to mention 
in his letter was: Free racing on 
Saturday. Although our Saturday race 
was sanctioned and advertised as 
strictly amateur (no money classes), we 
elected to let the National Finals riders 
race and gave them 100% of their 
entry back in a purse to help them 
with their expenses. (We've still got 
their trophies.) 

Free racing on Sunday. None of the 
120 National Finalists were charged an 
entry fee. 

Free camping. Many families came 
several days early and camped. 

Free food and drinks. We gave a 
cookout Saturday night for all the 
riders and their families. All you could 
eat and drink for free. 

A trophy for every rider. We bought

Balentine runs away with CRC Cal City GP

CALIFORNIA CITY, CA, NOV. 5 


KTM's Bob Balentine took the lead shortly 
before the midway point to win the Open class 
of the California Racing Club's California City 
Grand Prix. It was Balentine's third win in the 


history of the race run through 
the streets and surrounding desert 
of California City. 

A two-day event in the past, 
promoter Jerry McNeal shortened it to 
one day this year for financial reasons. 
Four 80-mile races were run, with 
Darren Pritchett, Dave Wood, Doug 
Beisner and Balentine winning their 
respective events. 

In the Open class, the last race of 
the day, Yamaha-mounted Morgan 
Malocco started on the first row and 
jumped into a quick lead. Rows left 
every 30 seconds, and Balentine was 
on the third row. 

Balentine moved quickly through 
the dust, passing most of the riders in 
front of him. But when he hit the long 
pavement sections, he discovered his 
engine was jetted a little too lean and 
it started pinging. 

“I took it easy on the pavement and 
tried to make up time through the 
desert,” he said later. He completed 
the first 20-mile loop in fourth behind 


Malocco, Jeff Matthews’ Yamaha and 
Rick Muller's KTM. > 

Malocco was running an excellent 
race up front, with a good lead, but as 
he rode through a section of deep 
whoops leading to a microwave tower 
out in the desert, his chain came off. 
He put it back on, but the chain 
tensioner was broken and the chain 


would fall off two more times in the. 


course of the race. 

A few miles later, through a fast 
desert section, Balentine 
Malocco for the lead. He continued 
building the lead until he had several 
minutes over second place at the 
finish. Second went to Matthews, who 
turned in an excellent ride, much to 
the delight of the large Viewfinders 
M.C. contingent. Malocco, dispirited 
after the chain problems cancelled out 
his victory hopes, finished third. 

Riders heading out into the final 
loop of the race came face to face with 
the sun, low in the sky and sinking 
fast. The sun was directly in the riders’

eyes as they rode the first section of the 
loop, į and had already set when 
Balentine finished, leaving some riders 
to finish in near-darkness. 

Finishing fourth was Rick Muller, 
ahead of Yamaha rider Mark Force. 
Then came a parade of Husqvarna- 
mounted riders, led by Wayne 
Garrett, Bill Saltzman (riding his 
second race of the day, Mike Martin 
and Kent Perkins. Richard Hall 
rounded out the top 10 on a Yamaha. 

In the 250cc race, Doug Beisner, 
riding a Suzuki, pursued the Honda of 
Texan Billy Smith and the Suzuki of 
Richard Zajic for two laps, finally 
getting by them in the pits as they 
began their third lap. Beisner hooked 
it up and continued in the lead to the 
finish. Zajic and Smith were in soon 
afterward for second and third. 

Fourtli and fifth went to Las Vegas 
riders Rod Ahlstrom (Yam) and Kevin 
Davis (KTM). 

The second race of the day was for 
all Junior/Senior (riders 30-39), Senior 
(39-plus) and Women" s Division 
entrants. Dave Wood. owner of 29 
Palms Yamaha, led the first two loops, 
but Bill Saltzman got by him ‘оп (ће 
third. 

"I was just cruising, and he waltzed 
by me. I picked it up after that and 
could stay with him, but I couldn't 
pass him," said Wood after the race. 

But luck wasn't on Saltzman's side. 
Hitting the pavement near the end of 
the final loop, he ran out of gas. That 
left first to Wood and second to 


Amateur Frank Arciero Jr. (Hus). 
Saltzman recovered for third ahead of 
Leon Price (Yam). The first two 
Senior riders were Richard Hughes 
and Don Wooldridge, both Yamaha- 
mounted. They finished right in front 
of Leslie Klug, who rode her Al Baker 
$90 Husky to first woman at 10th 
overall. Lori Farmer (Yam) and 
Michele Griffin (Hus) were second and 
third in that class. 

The first race of the day was a wire- 
to-wire romp for Darren Pritchett, 
riding an IT175 out of, appropriately 
enough, Pritchett Cycles. Second went 
to Kenny Upp, also Yamaha- 
mounted. Scott Atchison (Yam) beat 
visiting Las Vegas rider Chris Howard 
for the third spot, while Rick Beck 
(Yam) followed in their wake for first 
Amateur. Motocrosser Cliff Lett 
finished sixth ahead of Amateur 
Donnie Morrison (Yam) and first 
Novice Doyle Sewell (Yam).

Bureau of Land Management carries 
out their latest threats. All you desert 
users should take notice of what is 
Брент to our public lands because 
you may be next on the BLM's elimi- 
nation list. 

Each year I write letters to our 
government representatives regarding 
land use conflict problems, and each 
year I wait for the answers that never 
come. In 1978 I decided to add a 
partial routing slip with my letters to 
that elected and appointed officials 
could see the names of others who were 
receiving the same letter. 

I asked their help in resolving any 
ORV recreational use conflicts 
existing in the Southern California 
desert today, with particular emphasis 
on the legendary Barstow to Las Vegas 
motorcycle race last held in 1974, and 
the now popular Barstow to Vegas 
“Unorganized” Trail Ride. 

Seven months passed by without 
receiving one single answer to the 
nearly one hundred help-seeking 
letters I had mailed. Then on 
Tuesday, Sept. 26, a single phone call 
added a new dimension to the 
situation.’ When I answered the 
phone, I found myself confronted by 
Burton J. Stanley, Attorney, U.S. 
Department of the Interior, represent- 
ing the BLM. 

Mr. Stanley informed me that a 
branch of the U.S. Intelligence service 
had traced me down, and that they 
knew who the Phantom Duck of the 
Desert was. I was told that the BLM 
considered me the promoter of an 
"event," that I had no permit for an 
event, so was in violation of laws and 
subject to fines of $2000, imprison- 
ment up to one year and was liable for 
any damage that took place in the 
desert between Barstow and Vegas on 
the weekend of Saturday, Nov. 25. I 
was told that I, and other people 
would not be allowed to ride the 

| Barstow to Vegas trail and that it was 
my responsibility to see that no one 
showed up in the desert on that day. 

Mr. Stanley then proceeded to tell 
me why I should do what he told me 
to. In addition to the $2000 fine, one 
year in jail and a criminal record, Mr. 
Stanley threatened to go out and find 
people who were injured allegedly 
while riding on an ORV in the desert, 
and help these people to file third 
party liability law suits against me. 
The expense of these law suits 
apparently would be paid by our 
Government. 


There were no offers of the help 
and assistance I had requested, no 
discussion, no planning, no proposals, 
just a flat straight forward threat: 
Don't do it or else. 


I wouldn't want anyone becoming 
involved in a situation they don't 
understand, so I have some advice to 
offer prospective trail riders who are 
seeking information. Call your local 
District Congressman and ask 
questions. Call the White House 
information desk at 202/456-1414, 
and for California residents, Senator 
Alan Cranston. at 202/224-3553 or 
Senator S.l. Hayakawa at 202/224- 
3841, or write to me at P.O. Box 1725, 
Fontana, CA 92335 for what informa- 
tion I have available. 


As for myself, I intend to ride the 
Barstow to Vegas trail with 49 or fewer 
of my friends at a time. We will ride 
the legal way on BLM designated 
existing roads and trails that are open 
to public use. We will ride at a pace 
where we can look, see, and enjoy the 
scenic beauty “our public lands” have 
to offer. I hope that all my friends will 
meet on the Barstow to Vegas trail.

Clocks 


By Larry Langley 


Just a couple of enduro seasons ago, a "trick" 
enduro clock was a eight day aircraft clock 
mounted on rubber to try and protect it from 
vibration. While they were fairly reliable when 


mounted properly, they had their 
drawbacks. An analog type clock 
(sweep face) is easy to read if you 
want the approximate time, i.e., 
about 25 minutes after the hour. 
However, during the rigors of enduro 
competition, it was sometimes difficult 
to pay much attention to the clock so a 
brief glance would sometimes result in 
arriving at a check a minute early or 
late after misreading the actual time. 
With the introduction. of digital 
watches, especially the LCD (Liquid 
Crystal Display) type, it was just a 
matter of time before the eager enduro 
riders picked up on the advantages of 
the LCD clocks. 

The first clocks out were just hour/ 
minute type and many riders used 
them in conjunction with a regular 
watch, utilizing the sweep second hand 


for counting the seconds, . which 
worked fairly well. Soon the LCD 
watches became more sophisticated 
and seconds became available by 
pressing a switch. Now some riders 
had two digital watches, one set on 
seconds. 

Finally the watches evolved into 
displaying hours/minutes/seconds all 
at once. Only one small problem faced 
the riders. The watch digits were small 
and sometimes hard to read under 
pressure, such as bouncing around on 
the motorcycle trying to maintain a 24 
mph average through a rock field. 

Then a company called Digitronics 
introduced a revolutionary LCD clock 
which was designed to mount on the 
handlebars. It had just minutes/seconds 
(all that was really required) but more 


important, the digits were an amazing _ 


14" tall! Soon many of the top riders in 


southern California were using the 
Digitronics Enduro Clock. Now there 
are basically three enduro clocks for 
sale that I am aware of. The 
Digitronics, Clairemont Cycle and 
Countdown Engineering. All use №” 
LCD digital readout, but they are 
somewhat different in arriving at their 
final product form. 


Digitronics 








LCD Enduro 


The first and it hasn’t changed 
much; mostly internal improvements. 
It’s mounted in an aluminum box and 
is powered by a single 9V battery. The 
switch has off/hold/forward/fast for- 
ward settings. The fast forward is for 
setting the clock in advance of the start 
time. Many riders just turn it on at the 
start. It mounts to the handlebars with 
hose clamps on a piece of rubber hose 
wrapped around the crossbar. Battery

They estimate 25 hours 
which is probably two or three 
enduros. The battery is replaced by 
removing the four end screws and 
taking the case apart. 

The Digitronics would have to have 
some waterproofing to be used in 
waterlogged Eastern enduros. Price is 
$139.95. which is expensive but if you 
- have invested $2000 - a new super 
duper enduro bike..... 


Clairemont Cycle с 

What attracted me to the 
Clairemont clock was the price, 
$49.95! However, further investigation 
revealed that the clock uses a clock 
chip which displays hours/minutes, 
but you have to push a button to 
display seconds like some of the older 
LCD watches. Clairemont readily 
admits the clock might not suit the 
needs of an experienced “A” rider but 
would fit the needs and pocketbook of 
a less experienced rider who is more 
interested in minutes than seconds. 
Bruce Sanford at Clairemont uses two 
of his clocks, one set to seconds. He 
offers a special price for two of them. 

Clairemont designed and built a 
nice, very compact holder for the 


' clocks. The battery is mounted on the 


clock board and should last a year. 
Internals are "solid state" with no 
wires. Setting the clock is a little 
awkward as a toothpick is used to 
depress a switch through a PEE small 
hole in the case. 


Countdown Engineering 

The Countdown Engineering clock 
was designed by one of District 37's top 
lightweight enduro riders, Jerry 
Counts. Jerry is an electrical engineer 


-by profession and set out a couple of 


years ago to design what he thought 
would be an ideal clock. The most 
obvious feature of the Countdown 
clock is the built-in roll chart holder. 
Since roll chart holders are priced 
around $20 separately, it's a 
consideration. The solid state board 
only has two short wires leading out of 
the sealed case leading to the batteries 
which are located under the rollers of 
the roll chart. The board is also coated 
with a special sealer before assembly to 
further protect the components. Two 
penlite batteries power the clock for a 
year. The Countdown clock also uses a 
glass cover over the LCD display to 
prevent damage to the sensitive LCD 
face. A pair of sealed switches are used 
to set the clock and no on/off is 
provided or needed since it runs for a 
year without changing batteries. 

The Countdown clock is the only 
one of the three to make an effort to 
“seal” the internals. It is probably the 
only one which will work in the mud 
and rain. 

At $89.95 it has a price advantage 
over the Digitronics clock and offers 
minutes/seconds at-the-same-time 
display over the cheaper Clairemont 
unit. 


Summary 

All the above clocks will do what 
they are advertised to do. Talk to 
owners of the units and check out their 
features closely. If you're interested in 
a good enduro clock, one of the above 
should fit your needs. е

Will Hannah and Tripes finall 


get to play spectator?

naheim Stadium will be the final race 
of the 78 АМА/Тоуога Supercross Series 
and for the first time all year we, the 


fans, will have no idea whatsoever who 
will win. At Anaheim, the country’s two fastest stateside bombers 
probably won’t be racing. That’s right, Bob Hannah and Marty 
Tripes say they'll be no-shows for the final stadium event of the year. 

“We plan to be there spectating,” explained the two foul weather 
warriors. The Hurricane and the Typhoon got together just two weeks before the 
Anaheim event and struck a mutal agreement not to race. The adversaries on the 
track had become partners off the track. The reasons they didn’t want to race at 
Anaheim were numerous as they both explained in a brief interview at the Lake 
Whitney Trans-AMA. 

“During the whole year on the circuit — not just the Supercross Series, but the 
250cc Nationals and the Trans-AMA Series as well — the racing has been between 
Bob and me. No one else really," said Marty. “Our showing up at Anaheim won't 
change a thing as far as the Supercross Series is concerned. Our positions in the 
point standings will remain the same no matter what the outcome of the Anaheim 
race. 

Hannah holds a secure 28-point lead in the Supercross Series point standings over 
Tripes. Even if Bob stayed away from Anaheim and Marty did show up to race, 
winning both his qualifying moto and the feature race, the total amount of points 
he could win is 28. That would tie him in total points with Hannah. The 
Championship would once again go to Bob though, by virtue of more total wins. 
Marty holds a similarly secure second place in the point standings, so nothing would 
change in the Supercross Series overall standings for the two riders if they did 
appear and race. 

There is more to the Hannah/Tripes no-show at Anaheim, however, than the 
standings. Both riders are dead tired after a long year of racing. Hannah has raced 
more than 40 weekends in every possible motocross event from Nationals and 
Internationals to World Championship Grand Prix in every class, local races and 
the Motorcycle Olympiad. His racing season will begin early again next year with 
the Florida Winter-AMA Series. He just can’t give any more — he deserves a break. 

“I’m tired of riding. I’ve ridden all this year since the Florida Series,” said Bob. 


“Even Yamaha told me it wasn’t necessary to race at Anaheim. 

“I’m sure there are people that want to see me race at Anaheim,” he continued, 
“but the people out in California have already seen me racing there five times this 
year and Marty and I will be back again in January for the Oakland Supercross 
Series opener.” 

It’s obvious that Bob and Marty have earned a month or two of rest after a wide- 
open year of racing and their real fans won’t begrudge them the break they deserve. 
Beneath these reasons there is an — motive — and that is controversial 
promoter Mike Goodwin. 

Goodwin has done a lot for motocross in America; in particular the now 
immensely popular Supercross Series which he originated back in 1972 at the 
Coliseum in Los Angeles. It was difficult for Goodwin to get rolling but the last few 
years have proved successful for him — much more successful than Hannah and 
Tripes feel he is letting on to the riders in the form of purse money. 

Both riders approached Goodwin weeks before the event and asked for 
appearance money. 

"We've been putting out a lot of effort all year in the way of racing, and helping 
promoters advertise their events, and we haven't gotten anything extra out of it." 
claimed Marty. 

Bob felt the same. “I figured Marty and I were worth something extra for the 
show we've been putting on all year. Goodwin doesn't think so, though he certainly 
wanted us to help him with extra publicity and promotion of his race for free. He 
wanted me in Los Angeles right after the Sears Point Trans-AMA race to do 
appearances for Anaheim." 

Marty continued. "We had been talking to Goodwin about the possibility of just 
Bob and I doing a match race together in addition to the Supercross. He didn't 
want to pay us anything for that as well, even though it would have been the 
highlight ot the evening. 

So there you have it — the reasons you won't be seeing America's two top 
Supercross riders at Anaheim. Even if they came to race, their hearts probably 
wouldn't be into winning. Instead, they plan to pay their way into the grandstands 
like everyone else and, for the first time ever, watch the show for themselves. 

"Tell our fans we're sorry we aren't riding, but we couldn't come to terms with 
Goodwin. We'll see them again in January at Oakland." 

Without Hannah and Tripes to steal the show at Anaheim the racing certainly 
won't be any less. Riders will not be demoralized by a Hannah/Tripes onslaught as 
in the past and will go all-out to win the final Supercross race of the year. It just 
may turn out to be the best Supercross race ever. 

Come to think of it... maybe the Hurricane and the Typhoon had the right idea 
all along, to sit up in the stands and watch.

ob Hannah and Marty Tripes not 
race at Anaheim? The idea of the two 
AMA/Toyota Supercross Series leaders 


spectating instead of riding in the 
Coca-Cola Bottlers Motocross Finals and the Quaker State Oil Shot- 
gun Shootout is shocking. 

While the reasons listed in Jim’s interview above are certainly valid 
points why the foul weather warriors might not want to ride, there 
are other factors that indicate they may decide to compete after all. 

One reason why Marty Tripes would decide to show up was given by Team 
Honda manager Terry Mulligan: “He's under contract to ride that race — we're 
partial sponsors of the event. It makes it hard for him not to ride it without 
jeopardizing his career with Honda.” 

Likewise, Hannah’s benefactors at Yamaha would like to see him race. Bob's 
bargaining position, however, is much better than Marty's since he's brought Team 


Yamaha three AMA National Championships this season: The AMA National 
Championship/Mr. PiBB 250cc MX Series Championship, the AMA/Toyota 
Supercross Series Championship and the Trans-AMA MX Series Championship. 
Yamaha could give him this race off as a bonus, should he so desire. 

But I don’t think that’s the case. Gianatsis talked with the two at the Oct. 28 
Lake Whitney Trans-AMA. Since then, Marty Tripes, who cancelled his entry in 
the Anaheim event, has called AMA Commissioner of Professional Racing Mike 
DiPrete and asked that his entry be reinstated. 

In a brief phone conversation with Bob Hannah on Friday morning, Nov. 3, we 
learned that negotiations between Tripes/Hannah and Goodwin were to be 
resumed, following the Sears Point Trans-AMA event, on Monday, Nov. 6. 

“Goodwin sent us a letter, and he wants to talk it over,” Hannah told Cycle News. 
The fact that the three have agreed to meet indicates a possibility, even a 
likelihood, that they will reach an agreement. 

But it will have to be a fair settlement. All three participants in that meeting — 
Hannah, Tripes and Goodwin — are professionals. They love what they're doing. 
They wouldn't do it, otherwise. They're all heavyweights in their individual 
categories. And they plan to do business. .

The whirlwind force that 
makes things happen . 





Mike Goodwin. An ex-rock con- 
cert promoter, enthusiastic racer, 
hunter and motorcyclist, Good- 
win started the whole she-bang 


back in 1972 when he staged the 
Superbowl of Motocross. It wasn't the 
race that drew attention as much as 
the location of the race — the floor of 
the Los Angeles Coliseum, where goal 
posts were replaced by dirt berms, 
jumps, pits and hills over which 40 
riders battled before 30,000 spectators. 
In one evening the sport of motocross 
gained a close cousin in Supercross. 

Of the idea, Goodwin recalls, “I 
wanted to provide good entertainment 
for motorcycle racing fans, in the 
comfort of a non-dusty stadium where 
paying customers could sit in 
comfortable seats, eat warm hot dogs, 
drink cold beer and not have to hassle 
portable toilets and standing up all 
day to watch bike racing." 

The idea would have probably just 
remained an idea to anyone other than 
the fast-moving Goodwin. His typical 
work day lasts 14 hours, in which he 
constantly comes up with new ideas, 
angles, and promotions that keep his 
staff trying desperately to keep up with 
his laser-quick mind. Almost on the 
verge of hyperactivity, Goodwin's 
efforts have resulted in prestigious co- 
sponsors for stadium events such as the 
Coca-Cola Bottlers, Goodyear, Mr. 
PiBB, Olympia Beer, Toyota Trucks 


hen the history books begin recording 
the leaping phenomenon called 
Supercross, the first chapter will be 
about the founder and concept creator, 


and Scott USA. 

Even: though Goodwin's Supercross 
idea jelled to tremendous proportions, 
it still doesn’t completely overshadow 
his other achievements. He currently 
holds hunting records due to his 
Alaskan bear expeditions, four world 
records as a spear fisherman and is an 
accomplished professional underwater 
photographer. 

His motorcycle racing talents are 
also proven. After a 10-year hiatus to 
pursue his rock promoting business, 
Goodwin returned to race in the Dirt 
Digger's Grand Prix, a prestigious two- 
day event that receives national 
attention. That day Goodwin finished 
second — only allowing two-time 
Grand National Champion Dick 
“Bugsy” Mann to slip past before the 
checkered flag. 

After a horrendous 132 mph road 
race crash, Goodwin controlled, 
orchestrated and ran his sixth annual 
Superbowl of Motocross from a control 
booth. Stretched out, stomach down 
on a portable stretcher with his leg 
plastered, Goodwin still pulled off a 
smooth-running and high-attended 
Supercross event. 

Goodwin was once described by a 
journalist as, *A guy who goes twice as 
fast as a normal person, gets three 
times the work done in a day, and if 
pressured, can do it all in half the time 
you'd ever think possible." е

Mickey Boone’s works R#250 Kawasaki

Kawasaki has a somewhat sneaky inclination 
to label their factory works bikes with the 
same nomenclature as their limited produc- 
tion motocrossers. Both are labeled KX, and 


in the case of this week's Trans- 
AMA test bike it's the factory 
KX250 of Mickey Boone we got 
to put through its paces. To 
avoid confusion with the production 
bike though, it might be a good idea to 
label. Mickey's Kawasaki as the 
KX250-78 R2. Thus to show the bike 
is a works racer (the R) built in 1978 
(the 78) with the number 2 designation 
meaning the bike has undergone a 
major revision since its introduction on 
the circuit earlier this season. 


The bike is nearly identical to the 
works Kawasaki ridden by Torlief 
Hansen with much success in the 250cc 
World Championship this past season. 
The R1 model, as you may remember, 
was first seen by us here in America at 
the beginning of the year in the Super- 
cross Series where it was used by all of 
Team Kawasaki, and also by the 


‘Jammer’, Jimmy Weinert in the 
250cc Nationals. For a works bike the 
RI was perhaps a little cluttered, but 
well engineered and hand crafted with 
masterful workmanship. It was also 
inovative, with goodies like its Electro- 
Fusion cylinder bore and the cam ad- 
juster chain tensioner for the rear axle. 

Where the R2 now differs from the 
earlier R1 is in the rear suspension, 
with the R2 having its swingarm and 
frame modified so the works Kayaba 
gas/oil reservior rear shocks are placed 
at a more vertical angle than before. 
This new angle seems close to 45 
degrees with the swingarm positioned 
parallel to the ground, while the 
earlier R1 had its shocks at a much 
more radical 60 degrees laydown 
position. This change was needed 
because the more extreme laydown 
shock angle provides a decreasing rate 
rear suspension as travel is used up, 
meaning damping action and spring 


rates become less. This is hardly what 
we need: a suspension which is stiffer 
on initial travel for smaller bumps and 
then softer for larger bumps. 

By placing the shocks in a more con- 
ventional 45 degree position in the R2 
design, the damping shaft and spring 
compression travel of the shock absor- 
ber units stay closer to a constant rate 
of travel for a steady input of force 
(compression). Once we've accom- 
plished this, it becomes much easier to 
tune the shock assembly for the in- 
creasing rate suspension we need as 
travel is used up, by employing pro- 
gressive rate springs and damping. 

The front suspension on the KX- 
250-78 R2 consists of good functioning 
Kawasaki specification Kayaba works 
air/spring front forks. Travel is 
equally balanced at both wheels with 
300mm (11.73 inches) of usuable 
operating range. 

The factory bike uses lots of exotic 
metals, like magnesium for the hubs, 
drilled titanium bolts for the engine 
mounts, and aluminum for the swing- 
arm and fork triple clamps. The tank 
is fiberglass and the fenders and other 
frame panels are lightweight plastic. 
This brings the weight down to a very 
competitive 203 pounds. 

The powerplant in Mickey's bike 
was quite similar, if not identical, to a 





production KX-250 engine, right 
down to the aluminum main cases and 
the five-speed gearbox. Actual 
displacement is 249cc, fed by a 88mm 
Mikuni carburetor through a six petal 
Boyesen reed valve. The only thing 
about the engine which I was unable 
to confirm as to its being on the 1979 
production model was the Electro- 
Fusion cylinder and its porting. Some- 
what similar to the works Yamaha's 
chrome plated aluminum cylinders in 
reducing weight and improving heat 
dissipation, Kawasaki's Electro-Fusion 
process uses high voltage to spray an 
Iron coating onto the bore of the 
aluminum cylinder. 

Other niceties on Mickey's works R2 
include the full-floating rear brake 
and the well padded saddle, which 
merges smoothly with the very short 
gas tank to aid in sliding your weight 
forward in turns. The foot pegs are 
also placed high to prevent dragging 
in deep berms. 


After checking with Kawasaki's 
Steve Johnson for permission to take 
Mickey's bike out for a few hot laps af- 
ter the Buchanan Trans-AMA race, 
and under the watchful eye of Mickey's 
tuner/father, we pushed the KX-250- 
78 R2 over to a mound of dirt where 
we could gain a high enough height to 
mount the bike and light off the

air/spring forks allow nearly 12 


inches of travel. 


engine with the kick starter. 

Unlike the production YZ-250F 
Yamaha we reported on last week, the 
Kawasaki was an easy starter despite . 
its higher state of tune, which soon 
became obvious. Releasing the clutch 
in gear and keeping the revs in mid- 
range, the Kawasaki ripped away 
smartly with a blast of exhaust and ex- 
plosion of dirt kicked sky high. This 
sucker was really fast and its light 
weight helped accentuate the fact. The 
powerband was a good one, coming on 
strong around 4,000 rpm, and pulling 
strongly right up to about 8,000. 
Broad, quick revving and powerful, it 
seemed to be the ideal motor for the 
250cc class. The only thing that might 
compare to it is the 250 CR Honda, 
and even then the Kawasaki was 
faster. 

Compared to Bob Hannah's OW- 
38B National bike the Kawasaki would 
leave the Yamaha in a time-warp 
behind. Hannah's bike worked best 
between 3,000 and 6,000 rpm with lots 
of shifting. It would pull stronger at 
lower rpm's, but the Kawasaki 
exhibited what we consider to be the 
perfect 250cc class powerband with an 
excellent compromise between power 
and tractability. Under 3,500 rpm the 
Kawasaki didn't want to run well at 
all, but we felt this was due more to rich 
bottom end carburetor jetting than to 
a problem with really radical porting 
in the cylinder. 

Mickey Boone is probably 30 poun- 
ds heavier than our test rider, as well 
as being quite a lot faster, yet the 
suspension was really soft and comfor- 
table. Mickey claimed that he liked his 
suspension set up on the soft side, 





which seems to be the preference of 
most of the top riders now. With close 
to 12 inches to play within the sus- 
pension, you can set a bike up soft for 
better. rough ground tracking, 
lowering the ride height in the process, 
which keeps the bike manageable in 
turns when you need to put your foot 
down. And with a softer riding bike 
there's less fatigue for the rider and the 
chance of being knocked out of shape 
by a bad bump. 

The R2 was a little tricky to 
negotiate in slow sections, but this is a 
problem common to all of the latest 
long-legged works bikes and a sacrifice 
well worth making considering how it 
behaves so fantastically in both the 
rough and on fast sections of the track. 
If the R2 could be compared with any 
other production bike presently avail- 
able, the CR-250 Honda would once 
again be the closest. Chassis geometry 
and riding position feel nearly identi- 
cal, but the Kawasaki R2 would cer- 
tainly come out on top with its better 
works Kayaba suspension components. 
From what we've ridden so far, in- 
cluding the National Championship 
and Supercross winning OW works 
250cc Yamaha of Bob Hannah, we 
would have to rate the R2 Kawasaki as 
possibly the best performing bike, 
handling and powerwise, in the 250cc 


, class. 


But how does the R2 compare with 
its new production counterpart, the 
yet to be released 1979 model KX-250? 
Press release photos show the produc- 
tion KX-250 to have similar rear 
suspension geometry to this year's 
earlier RI model works bike. And in 
nearly every detail the production bike 





seems to be a direct copy of the R1, 
with the possible exception that the 
engine cylinder will have a steel liner 
instead of the Electro-Fusion coating, 
and the more production related sus- 
pension components from Kayaba 
won't be up to works bike specifica- 
tions and performance. Other than 
the 214 pound weight, we haven't been 
able to get any information from 
Kawasaki, but we would suspect the 
production KX to have suspension 
travel in the 10-11 inch range rather 





than the R2's 11.7 inches. 

We'd like to see Kawasaki adopt the 
R2's revised suspension geometry to 
the production KX. The swingarm on 
Mickey's bike was a production 
aluminum arm which had been 
modified to the new R2 geometry, and 
if the production KX's are as hand- 
built in limited quantities as Kawasaki 
claims they are, then it shouldn't. be 
too major a problem to make the 
change before an entire model year 
goes by. °

After 20 events, there was a run-off 
for third between Ron Preston and 
Shawn Moran. Preston was well out in 
front of the two-lap event when he got 
into trouble into turn three and went 
down hard. He walked away and 
ended up with fourth overall. 

Penhall has only been in two race 
meets in the U.S. this season, last 
week's qualifier, which he won and the 
long track championship this week, 
where he took the title with 14 points.

Jerry Trimble tried to stay with the 
pair for the first few laps, then settled 
for third. 

When Odle went down, “The Mad 
Russian” took the lead. He was in 
shock when Odle passed him back at 
60 mph in a cloud of zero visibility 
dust. Odle, who is aided by Escondido 
Suzuki, went on to win the race and 
the admiration of riders and spectators 
alike. 


The 250cc riders were the fastest 
and most dazzling riders of the day. 
Roland Wood got the holeshot with 
Scott Weinbrandt and Bob Vasquez 
right behind him. 

By the third lap, Weinbrandt and 
Vasquez had taken an unbelievable 
lead and were staying side by side. 





They kept this incredible pace, 
turning the fastest times of the day. 

Weinbrandt, who rides for Vey's 
Honda out of Santee, had only raced 
motocross before this race. He soon 
found one hour of riding over such a 
demanding course would become the 
roughest race he had ever ridden.

race since getting out of the hospital.

Greenway gasses 
it at Corona; Hemet 
takes HSMX

CORONA, CA, OCT. 27 
With David Williams out for the 
night with mechanical troubles, 


DG's John Greenway (Hon) had 
a field day in Corona's 250cc Pro 
class. Not even Danny Burtt (Suz).or 
Phil Thorstensen (Hon) could match 
the blazing pace that Greenway set. on 
his way to a long overdue first overall. 

At the start of moto one, it was 
Thorstensen out in the lead with 
Greenway right on his tail. Burtt, who 
had just stepped off a 125cc machine 
the race before, got a mid-pack start, 
but was soon in third ahead of Matt 
Devich (Hon). On the second lap; 
Greenway made his move -ion 
Thorstensen and started to pull away. 
Aside from the size of Greenway's lead, 
which continually grew, the order 
remained constant for the rest of the 
race. 

Greenway set out to do the same 
thing right from the start of the second 
round. He grabbed the holeshot with 
Thorstensen and Burtt in close tow. 
Devish was a victim of a poor start, but 
he was soon knifing his way through 
the pack to fourth spot. The three 
leaders were evenly spaced at the end 
of the second lap. Burtt, however, was 
determined to overtake Thorstensen 
and one lap later, he did just that. To 
compound his problem, Thorstensen 
overshot a berm and ran off the track; 
losing a lot of ground in the process. 
The Honda rider was still in third, but 
he was just trying a little too hard and 
he went over the bars on the fifth lap: 
This left Burtt all alone with 
Greenway way in front of him and 
Devich way behind. On the last lap, 
Greenway's lead was so great that he 
was able to stop and talk to a spectator 
before crossing the finish line. The 
overall results went Greenway, Burtt, 
Devich, Andy Northrup (Suz) and 
Chris Tarvin (Hon). 

It was the same old story in the 
125cc Pro class. Nobody ever held the 
lead besides 14-year-old Danny Burtt 
and his Redlands Suzuki. Even Burtt 
has probably lost count of how many 
times in a row he has crossed the finish 
line on top, but it's a bunch. Behind 
him it was Rick Simmons (Kaw), Rick 
Johnson (SOP), Joe Price (Yam) and 
Rob Miller (Suz). 

In the second round of Corona high 
school motocross action, it was Hemet 
High School that took top honors with 
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first overall in three classes, second in 
two classes and third in four races. 
The total came out to a healthy 
margin over second place Poly High 
School. 

It was in the Mini classes that Hemet 
pulled its lead. Ken McIntire (Hon) of 
Hemet followed teammate Clay Smith 
(Suz) across the finish line in moto 
one, but came back strong in the 
second round. He was first across the 
line leading a Hemet blitz consisting of 
Smith and Steve Pearson (Yam). The 
Mini Novice ‘class saw Dale Dowdel 
(Yam) put another feather in Hemet's 
cap. He took both motos ahead of the 
Saddleback duo of Barney Frank (Suz) 
and Keith Pickrell (Hon). 

But Hemet wasn’t the only school 
that was winning. Jeff Camarigg of 
Eisenhower entered his 100cc Yamaha 
in the 125cc Novice class. He grabbed 
the holeshot in moto one and left the 
test of the pack behind. Robbie Lee 
(Suz), also of Eisenhower, held off 
Richard Ventura (Yam) from Troy for 
the enitre race to take second place. In 
the second round, it was Camarigg 
and Lee out in front again, making for 
a carbon copy of the first moto. This 
time, however, Hemet’s Mitchel 
Gabriel Ventura for third. 

In the second division of 125cc 
Novices it was Hemet back out on top 
with Rick Terpstra taking his Suzuki 
to first overall. 

Without doubt, the most impressive 
rider of the night was Poly High 
School's Bill Sarfaty. He had a little 
trouble from Dane Wingington 
(Upland/Yam) at the start of 250cc 
Senior moto one, but then he started 
to^pull away. On the third lap, 
Wingington dropped out, giving the 
position to Hemet's Robert Young 
(Yam). Young held second until the 
last lap when he let Dennis Moon 
(S.B./Suz) slip by. Sarfaty finished 
with four lapped riders between 
himself and second place. 

In the next moto, Sarfaty ran away 
again, but this time with Wingington 
not so far behind. The overall results 
went Sarfaty, Young and Moon. 
Wingington got seventh.

Papers 


Bad-mouthing 
ORVs in print 
can be 
profitable 
especially if 
government 
foots the bill

In a $500,000,000,000 budget, 
it's less than a drop in the prover- 
bial bucket; you should know 
that $6,500 of the taxpayer's 
money has been spent for an anti- 
ORV “editorial,” thinkly disguised 
as a government report. The report 
in question (questionable report?) is 
titled Off Road Vehicles on Public 
Land, and was written by one 
David Sheridan under contract for 
the Council on Environmental 
Quality. (Yes, that’s the same group 
whose leaky directives stirred the 
furor over Carter’s environmental 


message.) 

Drafted in August, 1978, the 
Sheridan report may never see print in 
its original form. It is so blatantly one- 


sided that environmentalists and 
government land managers alike are 
leaning on CEQ to suppress it, lest it 
do irreparable harm to the preservation- 
ist cause. The council has sent it back 
to-the author for a major edit, 
according to Motorcycle Industry 
Council's Executive Report. Publica- 
tion could be delayed until after 
Christmas. 

The Bureau of Land Management, 
ina comment letter to CEQ, took 
page-by-page exception to 16 
deficiencies, ranging from logical 
inconsistency to omission of data to 
outright misrepresentation. The U.S. 
Forest Service, in its comment letter, 
took Sheridan to task for misleading 
the reader by inference, and for 
failure to note extensive USFS noise 
research undertaken at San Dimas. 

For openers, the report begins with 
the marginally memorable lines: “It 
began, oddly enough, in a bomb- 
shattered section of Hamamatsu, 
Japan, in 1947...” Yes, in the Gospel 
according to Sheridan, Soichiro 
Honda, ..a 41-year-old mechanic 
and college dropout,” started it all. 
Would you believe that in 1960, a 50cc 
Honda “dream” machine, unlike its 
heavier British, American and 
German counterparts, was light and 
durable enough to take over rough 
terrain? It’s in the book. All those 
ISDT Zundapps, Enfield/Indians, 
BSA Gold Stars — not to mention 
hordes of vintage desert sleds — they 
musta’ been figments of somebody's 
imagination. 

Even the BLM knew of motorcycle 
races in the California desert prior to 
1910. Sheridan didn’t. The man’s 
general ignorance of motorized 
vehicles, particularly motorcycles, 
would be excusable had he not been 
paid a large sum of money to become 
knowledgeable. And to add insult to 
injury, he spells motocross 
“motorcross!” 

Here's another. According to 
Sheridan, the average accelerating 
auto makes 84 dbA at 50 feet. That's 
interesting, in light of the fact that the 
Environmental Protection Agency 





proposes to limit the accelerating 
motorcycle to 80 dbA or less at that 
distance. Wonder if EPA has had a 
chance to comment? 

Enough lint-picking. Let's go for the 
hard-core stuff. Sheridan’s major 
points are as follows: ORV riding is 
consumptive, destructive and 
inconsiderate; while hiking and cross- 
country skiing are contemplative, 
appreciative and aesthetic in nature. 
Off-road vehicles destroy land. ORVs 
impair everyone else’s nature 
“experience.” Federal land managers 
have failed to control the ORV 
menace; therefore they should now get 
tough. 


In chapter after chapter, point by 
point, the report attempts to system- 
atically discredit ORV users as a 
group. It's long been customary to 
portray dirt bikers as mostly blue- 
collar Middle American people. (In 
fact, the motorcycle industry bases 
most of its market forecasts on this 
premise.) Not so, says the Sheridan 
report. The author cites a survey taken 
in Idaho that shows ORV people to be 
part of the affluent society, although 
less educated than the lordly hiker 
(who is more likely to be poor). In 
other words, Sheridan is trying 
desperately to politically isolate the 
ORVer; to transfer the same stigma of 
elitism that has been applied to 
environmentalists. 

Of course, as BLM and USFS have 
already pointed out, Sheridan is a bit 
—er — selective in the data he chooses 
to back his arguments. For instance he 
chose to ignore a recent survey from 
Washington State that shows bikers 
less likely to believe in radical political 
change than non-riders (The 1978 
Washington Offroad Recreation Poll), 
or an earlier study from Los Padres 
Nat'l. Forest that shows bikers to be a 
diversified cross-section of Americana. 

A.E. Kier Nash, Gary Nicholes and 
other researchers have said that off-road 
bikers are largely appreciative of the 
outdoors; and that they use their bikes 
as transportation in pursuit of many 
non-riding activities. According to the 
Sheridan report, however, we are 
bothersome, consumptive, destructive, 
vandals, lawless and “incompatible 
with the quality of outdoor experience 
being sought by a majority of 
Americans.” 

Even if we were good guys, he 
continues, we would still be 
unwelcome. “St. Francis of Assisi 
himself’ on an ORV could not help 


but diminish the “recreational 
experience” of non-ORVers, says 
Sheridan. 


As Sheridan paints his pictures of 
havoc in the open spaces, there is 
much that long-time readers of Cycle 
News would recognize. (He even 
managed to dredge up the blunt-nosed 
leopard lizard again.) There are pages 
about Dove Springs, Ballinger 
Canyon, Hollister Hills, Hungry 
Valley, Chabot, the Panoche Hills — 
all “disaster sites” in environmentalist 
lexicon. 

The Phantom Duck even rated a 
page and a half. This unwelcome 
attention may partly explain why this 
year BLM enforcers have decided to 
notice the Duck and his unorganized 
Barstow-to- Vegas Trail Ride. 

In example after example, Sheridan 
tries to build a case. ORVs alter the 
land, its vegetation, its wildlife; 
therefore ORVs are destroying it. A 
motorcycle affects land at a rate of one 
acre for every mile of travel; so, by 
Sheridan's reasoning, we've destroyed 
over a million acres of California 
desert. According to one study quoted 
in the report, we can’t even ride in 
desert washes without doing damage. 

Where, then, does Sheridan 
recommend we ride? In a lengthy 
discussion of policy (in which the 
author chastises Federal agencies for 





leaving so much land open), Sheridan 
recommends that we be confined to 
“sacrifice areas” — places so over- 
ridden that the environmentalists have 
already written them off — and 
charged for the privilege. The author 
proposes ORVers and/or their 
equipment be federally taxed, either 
by IRS or by the federal land- 
management agencies. The money 
would be.used for outright purchase of 
ORV land, shared-development with 
states, development of trail-head 
facilities, and, lastly, "rehabilitation" 
of ORV-damaged land. 

That last one bears some 
elaboration, which the author happily 
volunteered to do. You see, to 
Sheridan, rehabilitation means the 
same thing for ORVs as strip mines — 


restoration of the land to its prior . 


condition, and hang the cost. (Oh, 
yeah, Sheridan also said we could ride 
in abandoned strip mines.) The cost? 
Sheridan estimates it at $2,000 to 
$6,000 an acre. 

Let that sink in a minute. Yeah, 
even. in California, there are acreages 
of fallow land available for $500 to 
$1500 an acre. Little known fact: the 
BLM will sell land for $2 an acre to 
any recognized local government 
agency for recreational development. 
Either way, at these prices, it would be 
cheaper for ORVers to buy land 
outright and do with it as they please 
rather than submit to a 
taxation/rehabilitation scheme such 
as Sheridan proposes. 

Yet propose it he will, even if all the 
other blatantly negative aspects of his 
report are edited out. Sheridan's 
environmental-science cronies love the 
report, since it calls for enough 
sophisticated study to keep them all in 
federally-funded jobs. And even the 
federal agencies who criticized the bult 
of the report called the policy recom- 
mendations “interesting.” 

It fits a pattern. First we are 
bombarded with a blitz of carefully- 
selected data to convince us that we 
are not welcome or wanted anywhere 
we ride. We're accused of becoming a 
powerful and vociferous pressure 
group that has “co-opted” government 
agencies (when in fact nearly every 
agency is heavily infiltrated with pre- 
servationist staffers) and that the 
majority of Americans are against us. 
Then we're told that, as a peace 
offering of sorts (after all, there are 
several million of us), we can use 
"sacrifice areas" to ride in, if we'll foot 
the bill. But the proposal is offered 
underground rules that allow any 
ORV-tax refund thus generated to be 
easily gutted, siphoning off money 
until there's none left for site 
acquisition. Remember? They tried 
that in California, but we caught them 
at it just in time. 

For this report and its 
accompanying proposals, Sheridan 
was paid $6,500 out of a CEQ contract 
with a $10,000 pot limit. This much 
was learned by the AMA's Govern- 
ment Relations Dept. through the 
provisions of the Freedom of 
Information Act. You see, that’s what 
David Sheridan does for a living. He's: 
a contract writer who makes a business 
out of writing government reports. He 
also manages to milk the possible spin- 
off pretty well. He sold Smithsonian 
Magazine an article (published in the 
September issue) which made the same 
points and quoted many of the same 
sources as.the CEQ report. Only the 
style of delivery was changed to protect 
the contract. 

In this supposedly free society, we 
have discovered a world of opportunity 
for petty demagogues. Through the 
miracle of government contracting, it 
is now possible to campaign to limit 
others freedom — not just for 
ideology's sake — but for profit. 

Neat, huh?

Sespe Creek — the hot springs. Most riders 
have heard of them, but strangely not many 
take the time to go and have a look. Many 
bikers only hit the desert, some stick to 


Gorman, but wherever you ride 
try the Sespe at least once. 

To some it will be “bitchin,” 
to others “a big zero,” but it will 
be different. The first ride to the Sespe 
my son and I made, well I guess the 
best way to express it would be to use 
famous outlaw Cole Younger’s favorite 
phrase, “It’s a wonderment.” 

Sespe is an area that has a lot going 
for it, and probably contains 
something to whet every rider’s 
appetite. You can view scenery — it's 
best in the spring and occasionally, if 
you're lucky, a large California 
Condor, or fish for trout, and for 
many, girl watching. We all know 
what trout and girls look like, but to 
see a condor is a special treat. The 
condor is a rare and illusive bird. It's 
America's largest; some weigh 20 
pounds and have a  nine-foot 
wingspan. There are about 80 in the 
Sespe Condor Sanctuary and are 
heavily protected. 

It wasn't until last year when a 
friend of mine took his new bike on a 
shakedown ride did I learn what a 
super trip it could be. In telling me of 
his ride, the trout, and especially the 


bare-breasted sweetie swimming in a 
warm water pool, my interest in the 
area really perked up. So based on this 
set of facts, I thought for at least 30 
seconds and decided at the first 
opportunity, I and my riding partner, 
who is my photographer and number 
one son, would make the ride. 


The day we selected was the best 
riding day in weeks. Short sleeve 
weather, large billowy clouds, and just 
a tad of a breeze. This ride turned out 
to be quite a day. We ran into some 
super scenery. We had reached the hot 
springs, then went up the canyon to 
the end of the road. Then working our 
way back we noticed several scooters 
parked at the old makeshift sauna 
bath. We motored over to inquire how 
it was and to take a break. I thought 
the bath contained only bikers, so I got 
off the old TS and popped the lid on 
the thermos of coffee. Just as I took a 
sip I got a very pleasant surprise. Out 
stepped a young, very pretty, well put 
together gal, totally in the buff and 
also very friendly. She walked over to 
us like we were "kissing cousins." We 
talked with her for about 10 minutes 
about bikes, the route we had used. 





Then she left, walking down the road 
just free as a bird. 

I remarked to my partner that she 
was one of the few girls I'd seen that 
had a tan every place but the bottom 
of her feet. I nicknamed her “Golden 
Girl,” due to her tan and being a true 
blonde. All over. Later I asked my son 
who was 16 at the time, what he 
thought of “Golden Girl,” and he 
replied, "Well, she wasn't the least bit 
shy." 

This lovely canyon with its 
meandering stream can be a killer. 


` Several years ago during a heavy storm 


the creek became a raging torrent and 
many people were trapped in the lower 
canyon by high water. A group of boys 
with an adult leader tried to get out on 
a large diesel tractor. Several were 
washed off and drowned when it 
stalled in the creek. Just this year many 
were airlifted out by helicopter after a 
heavy thunderstorm. 

This pretty and playful creek can be 
tricky to cross even when the water is 
low. I know several riders, and I am 
one of them, who have done “laugh- 
in” type getoffs in some of the 
crossings. You know the kind: two 
miles per hour, a slippery rock, and 
splash. You're sitting in the creek with 
a back pocket full of water and your 
scooter is laying on its side sucking up 
the stuff like a camel after an eight day 
walk in the desert. 

To find the start of this excellent 
ride, drive to the pretty little town of 
Ojai. Get on Highway 33 and head 
north. From the intersection of 150 
and 33 it's 15 miles of narrow, winding 
but good road to the Rose Valley 


^while 


turnoff. Watch for the sign because it's 
small and easy to overshoot. Turn and. 
start down the canyon, in three miles | 
you will pass the USFS helicopter base. | 
Continue another three miles on the 
paved but bumpy road to Lion 
Campground. Park on the south or 
right side of the road. This side is free 
the other is the actual 
campground and you must pay even to 
park. 

Park your rig, off load your scooters 
and start riding. This was our second 
trip, the first as I mentioned’ was 
perfect weather; this time it was over 
90°, dry and dusty as hell. Starting at 
Lion Camp we turned east and 
followed the creek down the canyon. 
At 4.6 miles the first obstacle pops up. 
The USFS has cut “tank traps” across 
the road. This keeps all but the hearty, 
good, or “damn the torpedo” drivers 
and riders from going any further. 
There is no other way but over, so gas 
it and go. Last year the “traps” were 
just big whoop-de-doos and the road 
smooth. But this time they have: 
deteriorated badly and some four 
wheel drive units were trying and just 
gave up. My partner, in going over the 
last de-doo, gassed it a tad too much 
and did a wheelie right over the top 
and landed three-quarters of the way 
down the other side. Fortunately it was 
right side up and on two wheels. 

Continue downstream and at 9.4 
miles the road disappears into the 
rocky riverbed. The road on the other 
side is hard to spot, so look sharp, it’s 
over there. All of the crossings this 
time were dry, but next time don't 
count on it. Push on (for a scooter 
rider that's a poor choice of words) 
and at approximately 14.2 miles the 
top of a rise is reached. Take a sharp 
left — the right fork dead ends in 
about a half mile and the narrow trail 
straight ahead is impossible after a' 
hundred yards. The road used to 
continue for another few miles into the 
lower canyon but it washed out during 
the 1969 flood. After the left turn the. 
road soon becomes a stream bed with 
water, this is the stream coming down 
Hot Springs Canyon. Stay in the water 
and shortly the road reappears. At 
about 15 miles, a rocky set of steps will 
slow you down. Plonk up the steps, 
then go right and with 15.7 on the 
speedo, you are at the hot springs. The 
warm pools are here and the sauna 15 
up the canyon aways. If you are 
curious like me, be careful when you 
touch the water coming out of the hill, 
it’s blistering hot. 

For rock and ridge riders the 
Johnson Trail ends here, it comes 
down from Mutau Flats. Its end (or 
start) is just to the left of the rocky 
steps you just came over. We met two 
riders who had just come down, and 
they looked mighty tired and dusty. 
They had started at.Gorman, rode to 
Piru Creek and followed it to 
Lockwood Valley. They followed the 
boulder filled stream to Mutau Flats 
then on to the puse Trail. 
According to one of the riders it was 26 
miles from Gorman. He looked like 
he'd ridden 126. , 

There is a campground at the 
springs, but it is unimproved and thus 
no facilities. If you can carry basic 
camping gear, this would be a fine 
weekend trip. Maybe you'll be lucky 
and get a look at a "Golden Girl" like 
we did. 

Before you make the long drive, call 
the Ojai Ranger Station at 805/646- 
4948. They close the road to everyone 
sometimes due to high water, snow or 
high fire hazard periods. 

Several maps are very helpful, and 
the ones I use are: the Los Padres 
National Forest Map, the Auto Club 
Map of Ventura County, and the 
USGS Lion Canyon, Topatopa 
Mountains, Devils Heart Peak topo 
maps. е

Allegations that the British Haynes 
Publishing Group had been "dump- 
ing" their publications on the 
American. market at below cost 
price have been withdrawn follow- 
ing an investigation by the Treasury 
Department. The allegations were 
put in an anti-dumping petition 
filed against Hayes by Clymer 
Publications of Los Angeles. Now 
the Treasury Department has ter- 
minated their investigation after 
deciding that Clymer has failed to 
establish a reasonable indication of 
injury under the anti-dumping act. 
Sales of Clymer Publications had 
been hit by severe competition 
from Haynes who claims to hold 25 
percent of the U.S. market for 
workshop manuals. 


Ray Hodges, 39, was buried recently 
in his hometown of Boonville, In- 
diana. Hodges, a former Marine 
sergeant, was associated with Long 
Beach Honda and Kawasaki Motors
